ABSTRACT 

A suction head of a vacuum cleaner with a power brush to dislodge and remove debris 
from an object to be cleaned is provided. The suction head includes a head case connected to 
a cleaner body via a connecting tube and having a suction hold on a lower surface thereof, a 
power brush positioned in the head externally protruding from the head case through the 
suction hole allowing contact with an object to be cleaned, a supporting unit fixed in the head 
case for supporting the power brush to allow rotary and linear movements thereof, a rotary 
operating unit positioned between the supporting unit and the power brush for rotating the 
power brush, and a linear operating unit installed between the supporting unit and power brush 
for moving the power brush linearly. With such structure, the size of the suction head is 
reduced and cleaning performance is improved.
